LETTER OF FENNING 
ON DECLARING WARD

A letter written by Commissioner 
Fenning describing his difficulties 
in having one of his prospective 
wards ‘“‘declared insanne’’ was in- 
subcommitee hearing yesterday. 

It was in the case of Lieut. Frank 
D. Allen, whose sister and brother 
have testified that Mr. Fenning cited 
his commissionership as evidence of 
his competence.

He had 
some property, the testimony shows, 
so the sister, Mrs. F. C. Pickrell, 
and brother, Edwin Allen, of New- 
port News, Va., and a cousin, a Mrs. 
Piquett, consulted Mr. Fenning as 
to what should be done. He recom- 
mended that he be permitted to 
serve as guardian. 

In order to have himself so ap- 
pointed it was necessary to have 
Allen formally declared insane in 
the District Supreme Court. 

Fenning Letter Quoted. 

Writing Mrs. Pickrell concerning 
the case Mr. Fenning said “every 
effort was made to have him de- 
clared insane yesterday, but the 
case went over for two weeks.” 

The committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Dyer, of Missouri, de- 
cided that it had no jurisdiction 
over the question of whether Allen 
is sane or insane. The hospital 
authorities have said before other 
committees that he is insane and 
the sister has testified that in her 
opinion he is. 

The point that the judiciary com- 
mittee took cognizance of, however, 
is that Allen was and is fighting 
his commitment and that in the 
court action Mr. Fenning purported 
to be his counsel, while as a matter 
of fact he was trying to have him 
adjudged insane.

Evolution Fight Dropped. 


The antievolution resolution 
they contemplated was not offered. 
Nor were other resolutions which 
they expected to be lost, but pro- 
posed to offer as a part of their 
effort to build up a case to take 
back home. Several of the mili- 
tant fundamentalists already have 
left Washington satisfied with the 
ammunition’ the convention has 
given them to fire during the in- 
terim between this and the next 
convention, which will be held in 
Chicago. 

The publicity resulting from the 
actions of the militant fundamental- 
ists has not helped their cause with- 
in the convention. Many delegates 
who consider themselves funda- 
mentalists of the first order dis- 
agree heartily, and, under the con- 
tinual lashing, somewhat testily, 
with the tactics of the militants. 
The majority does not want the 
Baptist denomination split. It 
would rather yield a point for the 
time being and seek to upset a 
momentary victory later than carry 
the question to an issue which 
would permit of no compromise.

All were standing as the 
choir entered singing ‘“‘The Voice 
That Breathes O’er Eden” and re- 
mained so throughout the ceremony 
which lasted but sixteen minutes.

Praises Swedish Race. 
Sweden is a country where ex- 
istence has not been easy. 
up under the arctic circle, its 
mate is tinged with frost; its 
scape rugged; its. soil 
erudgingly to the husbandman, so 
that down through the centuries 
its people have been inured to hard- 
These external conditions have 
contributed to the strength, the 
preatness and the character of tha 
little nation, which even now num-!} 
hers scarcely 6,000,000 people. Inde- 
pendence, courage, resourcefulness 
have marked the race since we read 
of them in Tacitus and Ptolemy. 
The meagerness of their soil drove 
them to the sea: their natural char- 
acieristics drove them to uadven- 
tur Their rovers touched all 
known shores and ventured far into 
ait unknown, making conquests 
thai have had a broad influence 
upon succeeding European history. 
At an early period they were con- 
verted the Christian faith, and 
their natural independence made 
them early responsive to the 
Protestant Reformation, in which 
their most famous king, Gustavus 
Adolphus, ‘“‘the lion of the north,’’ 
was one of the most militant fig- 
ures in the movement for a greater 
religious freedom. It was under 
this great leader that plans were 
first matured to establish a colony

While it was under a new char- 
ter that a Swedish colony finally 
reached the Delaware in 1638, they 
never Jost sight of their griginal 
purpose, but among other requests 
kept calling on the mother country 
for ministers, Bibles, and Psalm 
books. Forty-one clergymen came 
to America prior to 177. One of 
historians of this eerly sette- 
asserts that these colonists 
laid the basis for a religious struc- 
ture, built the first flour mills, the 
first ships, the first brickyards, and 
made the tirst roads, while they in- 
troduced horticulture and scientific 
forestry into this Delaware region. 

Itowas not until after 1843, when 
the restrictions on leaving their own 
country were removed, that the 
Jarge movement of Swedish immi- 
grants began, which with their de- 
scendants are now estimated at 
nearly 2,000,000 people.

this great man is the 
of the immigrant, the 
early struggle with adversity, the 
home in a new country, the final 
Fuccess. Born in the Province of 
Vermland in 1803, at the age of 17 
he entered the army. But the urge 
for a wider opportunity for his tal- 
ents possessed him, and at 23 he 
went to England. He entered an 
engineering firm and always pre- 
ferred to be considered an engineer 
rather than an inventor. The de- 
velopment of power interested him, 
and within a year his fertile mind 
had begun improvements of far- 
reaching extent upon boilers and 
engines. With that boundless 
energy which was to characterize 
him through life he soon designed 
the fire engine and developed the 
screw propeller for marine use. It 
was this new invention which 
brought him to America in 1839. 
His hopes to interest the Federal 
government in this method of navi- 
gation were not immediately rea- 
lized, but he began constructing 
propeller boats-on the Great Lakes 
and started a fleet on the canal be- 
tween Baltimore and Philadelphia, 
which caused the railroad to cut its 
fare in two, and where the boat 
service still keeps the name of the 
Ericsson line. He was soon build- 
ing a small steamboat, called the 
Princeton, which was the first man- 
o’-war equipped with a screw pro- 
peller and with machinery below 
the water line out of reach of shot. 
In 1876 he described this vessel as 
“the foundation of the present 
steam marine of the whole world. 
She revolutionized naval vessels.”’

In morning and afternoon ses- 
sions today the cabinet council dis- 
cussed as its chief topic the financial 
situation of France. 

The government pronounced it- 
self in the communique issued as 
opposed at the present time to in- 
creased taxation or fiscal innova- 
tions, as well as controversial dis- 
cussions on the subject in parlia- 
ment. as they were detrimental to 
public credit. 

As a measure whereby it hoped 
to bring back French liquid capi- 
tal from abroad. the government 
announced that it proposed to en- 
force an arrangement whereby cap- 
ital amassed by Frenchmen in for- 
eign currency abroad and of which 
the owners are entitled to demand 
repatriation, should be compulsor- 
ily entered in a special account in 
the Bank. of France. 

Free use of such capital would 
be only rendered after full repatri- 
ation. 

The communique adds that the 
government will devote all its ac- 
tivity to the reestablishment of the 
franc to the exclusion of all other 
questions.

Not to Make Speeches. 


Senator Cummins has not come 
to lowa to make a speech-making 
campaign.

Ob- 
servers and insiders in the various 
camps say that up to a week ago 
Brookhart had the advantage, but 
that a turning point has been 
reached.

The fear now is that a lot of folks

3,600 ministers and 2,800 churches.

Sharon, Pa., May 29 (By A. 
The adoption of a resolution tight- 


ened the lines of control over the 
activities of United Presbyterian 
Church educational institution, and 
the appointment of committees to 
study the advisability of reorgan- 
izing certain boards, marked to- 
day’s session of the general assem- 
bly here. 

The action on educational insti. 
tutions came with the adoption ofa 
memorial from the Albany, N. Y., 
presbytery, requiring synods to see 
that nothing contrary to church 
principles is taught, and to require 
teachers to sign each year a state- 
ment assenting to the truths ac- 
cepted and taught by the church, 
and agreeing to teach nothing in op- 
position thereto. 

“There can be no question of the 
vital importance to the students 
themselves and to the future 
church,”’ the Rev. Dr. E. S. McKit- 
trick, of California, told the dele- 
gates, ‘“‘that the instructions given 
in our schoals and colleges should 
be in complete harmony with the 
teachings of God’s word. Pagan 
teaching in schools, if not checked 
or counteracted would soon produce 
a generation of pagans. We did 
not expect the boys and girls of 
foday to be witnesses for Christ, 
or loyal in his service when they

Col. Gordon Strong, president of

The Ray oil burner was installed 
by the Ray Engineering Co., 1508 
Connecticut avenue. The burner is 
located outside of the boiler so that 
no working part of the burner comes 
in contact with the flame. This 
eliminates the danger of injury to 
the mechanism from overheating. 

The inside of the hot-water boiler 
is bricked up with a double row of 
highest grade refractory fire- 
brick. This not only protects the 
metal of the boiler from damage 
from the flame but it also insures a

A considerable saving in fuel is 
made possible in this type of oil 
burner due to the way in which the 
flame is produced. The oil is 
atomized (broken up) at the tip of 
the burner which projects out in 
front of the ash-pit door.

OFFICER BENEFITED 
BY PRIOR SERVICE 


Naval Doctor Gets Pay Allow- 
ance for Work in the 
Health Bureau. 


An example of the benefits at- 
taching to the counting of prior 
service in computing pay of officers 
of the military and naval services 
is contained in a decision just 
handed down by the court of claims 
in the case of Edgar L. Woods ys. 
United States. It appears that Dr. 
Woods, now serving as a com- 
mander in the navy medical corps, 
and now on duty at the Naval hos- 
pital in this city, had served as an 


* 


interne in the public health and 
marine hospital service from Oc- 
tober 6, 1904, to August 15, 1905, 
a total of ten months and ten days. 

Commander Woods submitted a 
claim to the general accounting of- 
fice to count this service in comput- 
ing his pay as a naval officer, the 
claim was disallowed on the ground 
that service as an interne was not 
of a character of military service, 
this action was affirmed by the 
Comptroller General, and _ there- 
upon suit was filed in the court of 
claims. 

The decision of the Comptroller 
General was reversed in an opinion 
written by the late Justice Downey, 
and concurred in by other other 
members of the court. The court 
issued a judgment in favor of the 
claimant of $1,354.39.

CROP CONDITIONS SHOWS 
DIFFERENT VARIATIONS 


Weather Favorable for Corn 
Growing in States Be- 
yond Mississippi. 


Market arrivals were generally in 


excess of current needs during the 


week ending May 29, and 
Zrain prices largely followed a 
aownward trend, states the weekly 
grain market review of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
World wheat prices again held firm, 
but receipts of wheat in domestic 
markets were the largest for sev- 
eral weeks and premiums declined. 
Moderately increased country mar- 
ketings of corn reflected an after- 
Planting movement in some _ sec- 
tions. Rye was independently firm 
on export demand, but other grains 
worked lower. 

European demand for imported 
wheat continues of fair volume, and 
trade reports suggest a fair demand 
from this source till the new crops 
there are available. Exports from 
Argentina fell off last week, but 
increased amounts were shipped by 
Russia and India. European crop 
conditions continue generally fa- 
vorable, but in some of the impor- 
taunt producing countries they are 
hardly as good as a year ago. Rain: 
wave been beneficial in the prairie 
provinces of Canada, and commer- 
clal reports indicate that the soil 
nearly everywhere in this area is 
in excellent condition, while the 
frost experienced does not appear 
to have caused any damage. Wheat 
seeding is completed there and the 
early grain is coming up satisfac- 
torily. 

Futures Fluctuate. 


Speculative activity caused wheat 
futures prices to fluctuate in do-

cash wheat lower for the week. 
Crop condition reports in the hard 
spring wheat area showed wide 
variations, depending upon the sup- 
ply of moisture. Harvesting of 
winter wheat was under way in 
southern Texas. The spread be- 
tween new and old crop futures at 
Kansas City narrowed slightly, but 
May futures continued 20 cents 
higher than the July option. Farm- 
ers and country elevators continued 
to reduce their holdings and re- 
ceipts at Kansas City were the 
largest since February. Ordinary 
wheat at this market in some in- 
atances sold above the high protein 
basis with milling demand  ex- 
tremely limited. Elevators, how- 
ever, were holding the best protein 
types about 2 cents over the May 
option. Milling demand was slack 
at Omaha, but fair amounts were 
shipped to Chicago for delivery on 
May contracts, 

Receipts increased at Duluth and 
Minneapolis and premiums declined 
for the week. Twelve per cent No. 1 
dark Northern sold at 12 to 16 
cents over the July future at this 
market; 124% per cent 13 to 17 cents 
over, and 13 per cent 14 to 18 cents 
over. Light offering of durum held 
premiums fairly steady and No. 1 
amber durum sold at 6 to 15 cents 
over the Duluth May, which closed 
Friday at $1.37%. 

Soft winter wheat was weaker 
than hard winter and premiums 
again declined sharply. Milling de- 
mand was very limited, as mills 
were meeting only pressing needs. 
Some soft wheat was shipped from 
St. Louis to Chicago, probably for 
delivery on futures, since this wheat 
was selling at a discount under hard 
wheat at St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Corn Prices Lower. 


Corn prices, both cash and fu- 
tures, worked lower, with July fu- 
tures touching a new low point for 
the crop. Demand for cash offer- 
ings was only fair, although good 
amounts were sold at Omaha to 
northern and southern Pacific coast 
points, while fair quantities were 
sold at Kansas City for export to 
Mexico. Receipts were materially 
larger than last week, but the after- 
planting movement was disappoint- 
ing at some of the smaller Eastern 
markets. 

Corn planting was well along in 
the eastern portions of the corn 
belt to the central parts of the 
northern Ohio Valley States. Plant- 
ing was largely completed in the 
West except in the extreme east cen- 
tral and northeastern portions of 
Iowa. Weather has been fairly fa- 
vorable for germination in the 
transmississippi States and stands 
are reported as mostly satisfactory 
though, in most instances, only fair 
in Iowa.

Former Governor Lowden, of Illi- 
nois, who favors a special measure 
of farm relief, has stated quite ex- 
plicitly that the troubles of the 
farmers are due, basically, to defla- 
tion. With the more even price level 
of recent years, has come relief to 
the farmers, but not enough relief. 


upon them: The price of their crops 
is still proportionately lower than 
the taxes, interest, wages, and the 
price of materials they must buy. 
Congress is laboring with many pro- 
posals for relief, of doubtful valid- 
ity. 

Meanwhile, Representative Strong, 
of Kansas, is perfecting his pro- 
posed amendment to the Federal 
reserve act, which directs the au- 
thorities in charge of the financial 
system to use all their powers to 
prevent both inflation and deflation. 
The governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York and other 
Federal Reserve officials have testi- 
fied before the House committee on 
banking and currency that the sys- 
tem up to the fall of 1924 bought 
half a billion dollars’ worth of gov- 
ernment securities, which resulted, 
among other things, in relaxing 
pressure on the banks of the North- 
west, and the buying by Europe of 
our large crop of grains with the 
proceeds of the sales of foreign 
bonds in this country. The Federal 
Reserve banks were enabled to take 
care of the large gold imports, to 
accommodate their rate with the 
London market, and to direct for- 
eign borrowings to this market.

The testimony during these im- 
portant hearings in Washington has 
established the fact that the Fed- 
eral reserve authorities have been 
wisely and patriotically stabilizing 
(to the extent at least of preventing 
any extensive inflation or deflation). 
They have done this through altera- 
tions in the rediscount rate, pur- 
chases and sales of capital securities 
in the open market, circulating gold 
certificates in lieu of Federal re- 
serve notes, and moral suasion ex- 
ercised by the pronouncements of 
the board. 

The policy proves good by its 
works. Had it been in operation 
sooner, the farmers would not be in 
their present plight and in need of 
special relief from the twin evils of 
inflation and deflation. The lesson 
has been learned that to cure the 


consequences of the one evil by 


adopting the other, is like running 
over a man with an automobile and 


then trying to make him whole by | ; 


backing up and running over him 
again. 

It is perhaps needless to say that 
to stabilize or safeguard against a 
general inflation or deflation of 
prices by adjustments of credits is 
a quite different thing from fixing 
any individual price. The latter is 
to be condemned. The present Fed- 
eral reserve policy attempts noth- 
ing of this sort nor

DAIRIES’ SALES LARGER 


Ry F. W. PATTERSON. 

The record-breaking output of 
motor vehicles in this country and 
Canada in 1925 was reflected par- 
ticularly in the production of motor 
trucks. The number of motor 


trucks produced increased 32 per 
cent over 1924, as compared with 


passengér cars. The497,462 truc 
sold in 1925 had a retail value of 
about $606,000,000. 7 

“The demand for the motor truck 
is not yet affected by the approach 
to any possible saturation point,’’ 


view on the increasing usefulness of 
the motor truck in transportation. 
The motor truck’s use, both inde- 
pendently and in conjunction with 
the railroads, is still comparatively 
undeveloped. 

| In the transportation of both 
| passengers and freight, the motor 
truck is playing an increasingly im- 
portant part.

The trucks are em- 
ployed for three purposes—(1) to 


|transfer freight from terminal to 
| terminal in the large cities, avoid- 
ing the slow, expensive process of 
shunting freight cars from yard to 
yard; (2) to replace local freight 
trains, carrying small lots for short 
distances; (3) for store-door deliv- 
ery.

In addition to this movement of 
‘freight, 31 railroads are now using 
‘buses for passenger traffic covering 
|4,488 miles. Electric railways are 
loperating 14,000 miles of bus 
routes with 5,132 buses. . Indepen-

clude some 23,000 buses which cov- 

er regularly routes aggregating 
| 232,340 miles. 
Approximately 35 per cent, the 
reviewer points out, of all street 
railways now operate buses, and 
these vehicles carried 800,000,000 
people last year. This does not in- 
clude the figures for noncommon 
carrier operations, such as sightsee- 
ing buses and school buses. 

It is estimated that there are 70,- 
000 motor buses in use in this coun- 
try today as compared with 53,000 
in January, 1925. Despite this in- 
crease in passenger and freight 
traffic by bus, the year has demon- 
strated more clearly than ever that 
the motor truck is not in competi- 
tion with the railroads, but is a co- 
operating agency useful for short 
hauls. About 75 per cent of the 
motor trucks operate within a dis- 
tance of 25 miles. 

“The motor truck has become an 
indispensable ally of the rail line,’’ 
said A. J. Brosseau. president of 
| Mack Motor Trucks, Inc. ‘The shift 
of package and short-haul! freight 
from peddler trains to the more 
flexible truck unit has gone on 
apace. Government studies in this 
field indicate that nearly 70 per 
cent of all motor truck movements 
are distributive.’’

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SWEDEN AND THE UNITED STATES. 

The dedication of the memorial to John 
Ericsson afforded an appropriate occa- 
sion for a review by President Coolidge 
of the part played by Swedes in the de- 
velopment of the United States and to 
extend a welcome to Sweden’s royal heir, 
Gustavus Adolphus. The son of his 
majesty Augustus Adolphus has already 
won the hearts of Americans, and they 
heartily applaud Mr. Coolidge’s words of 
welcome to him and to the Crown Prin- 
cess Louise. 

“May John Ericsson’s monument,” 
said the crown prince yesterday, “‘for- 
ever remain an unbroken seal on the ties 
joining so closely those two countries 
dearest to his heart—the United States 
and Sweden!” 

This fitly expresses the sentiments of 
Americans. The Ericsson monument 
will stand on the banks of the Potomac 
as a perpetual memorial of the loyalty 
and genius of the Swedes who helped to 
save and build America. With it will 
be associated always the name of Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, who comes bearing a 
message of good will from his king and 
people. 

After an all too brief visit the crown 
prince and crown princess will depagt on 
their world tour, a#d in due time Gus- 
iavus Adolphus will ascend the throne of 
his fathers. The American people, in 
whose veins is mingled the blood of pion- 
cers from Sweden, will watch his career 
with sympathetic aygd friendly regard, 
well knowing that he will always cherish 
and reciprocate the friendship of the 
United States. 
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A QUEER WORLD. 

The world has many queer people. 
Some are a little more queer than others. 
Indeed, if the old Quaker who averred 
that everybody in the wa§ld is queer “ex- 
cept thee and me, and sometimes I think 
thee is a little queer,” is to be believed, 
nobody is entirely sound of mind. It is 
rather odd, however, that the news dis- 
patches should carry on the same day 
from London and Philadelphia stories of 
the death of three persons whose eccen- 
tricities while they were alive were not 
generally known, but now that they are 
dead have come to light. 

There died in London on Thursday 
night two more or less famous characters, 
Miss Alice Mills; the “mad poetess,” and 
Sir Duncan Campbell, baronet. The pe- 
culiarities of these two more or less nota- 
ble personages were similar. Miss Mills, 
a writer of verse, was @ woman of wide 
education and a linguist who had been 
mentally unstable ever since the Zeppelin 
raids on London. She refused to pay her 
bills and insisted upon having only can- 
dies to light her rooms at night. One 


of her peculiarities was to shout for four 


hours every night. Sir Duncan Campbell 
also banned modern lights and worked 
only by the feeble glare of a candle. He 
regarded gas and electricity as abomina- 
tions. In 20 years he had his hair 
trimmed twice and on each occasion kept 
his hat on for fear his locks would be 
shorn too close. Though he lived aloof 
from the world he was regular in his at- 
tendance upon the royal garden parties, 
always attired in a mackintosh of a style 
that was a quarter ofa century old. He 
had never been known to smile. 

In Philadelphia, Friday, Hugh Mona- 
han, 60 years old, was found dead of 
eelf-starvation, and his sister lies at the 
point of death from starvation. For years 
they had lived in se¢lusion, though they

THE FRENCH SETTLEMENT. 

Chairman Green, of the House ways 
and means committee, has placed before 
the House the plan for a settlement of 
the war debt and post-war debt due from 
France. 

The total indebtedness of France on 
June 15, 1925, principal and_ interest, 
was $4,076,547,472. This includes $407,- 
$41,145 for surplus war _ materials. 
France has paid $50,917,643 in interest 
and $230,171 on the principal and other 
items, all amounting to total credits of 
$51,160,785. This will leave a net debt 
of $4,025,000,000 after a cash payment 
of $386,696 to be made when the agree- 
ment is ratified. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
France will begin payment by issuing 
bonds, these bonds to be paid in install- 
ments on June 15 of each year up to and 
including June 15, 1987. The first pay- 
ment will be $30,000,000 on June 15, 
1926; the second will be $30,000,000 on 
June 15, 1927; the third will be $32,500,- 
000 on June 15, 1928; the fourth will be 
$32,500,000 on June 15, 1929, and the 
fifth will be $35,000,000 on June 15, 1930. 

Payments will increase annually until 
on June 15, 1987, the final payment will 
be $113,694,786. The bonds issued are 
to bear no interest until June 15, 1930, 
and interest thereafter will range from 
1 to 3% per cent until all the bonds are 
paid. In the end France will have paid 
the United States about $6,847,674,104; 
while the original amount loaned was 
$3,040,000,000. The present value of 
these payments is about $2,008,122,624, 
or practically 50 per cent of the debt 
funded. 

In his statement before the ways and 
means committee Secretary Mellon said: 
“The settlement with France is but an- 
other application of the principle of ca- 
pacity to pay.” 

The fate of this agreement in the 
House is uncertain. Doubtless the oppo- 
sition will be somewhat political, and this 
opposition may delay adjournment unless 
the bill is pressed vigorously. The Sen- 
ate is awaiting the action of the House.

THE BRITISH RATIONING ORDER. 

The rationing order issued on Thurs- 
day by the government coal committee, 
after consultation with the prime minis- 
ter, is an unpleasant reminder to the 
British public of the aetuality of the 
inconvenience which the coal strike has 
brought in its train. The order is de- 
scribed as being more drastic in its pro- 
visions and limitations than any that 
emanated from the administration in 
earlier strikes or even during the war. 
It limits household supplies of coal to 50 
pounds a week and reduces by 50 per 
cent the norma] consumption in factories, 
shops, schools and offices. <A similar 
restriction is made in the supply of gas 
and electricity for power. It is absolutely 
prohibited to display electric advertising 
signs, and street lighting is to be brought 
down to the minimum which the police 
authorities consider compatible with the 
protection of property and the safety of 
life and limb. 

Reductions so sweeping in their effect 
must entail great discomfort on all the 
people and must also greatly hamper 
industrial operations and, it would seem, 
lead to still further involuntary unem- 
ployment and, therefore, to an extension 
of the already oppressive and demoraliz- 
ing dole system. Nothing but the stern- 
est necessity would justify them. That 
the necessity exists is, however, seen in 
the dwindling stock of coal on hand and 
the practical impossibility of replenishing 
it from either domestic or foreign 
sources. There is, indeed, a veritable 
deadlock. Some of its immediate effects 
are seen in the announcement of further 
cuts in cross-channel boat services and 
in the warning that train services may 
have to be reduced more than 50 per cent 
below their present level. A_ partial 
paralysis of ordinary travel and haulage 
of freight would be the inevitable result, 
with the inconvenience and even suffer- 
ing which could not fail to follow. 

The situation thus produced is so intol- 


erable that many .observers lean to the 
opinion that some temporary settlement 
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of the dispute between the coal operators | 


and the coal miners will be effected, by 
hivh-handed action, if necessary, before 
the time limit set by the prime minister 
lor tne continuance of the subsidy ex- 
pires. Sir Josiah Stamp, chairman of 
the London, Midland & Scottish railway 
system, who has been in charge of inves- 
tigating the British wage ratio, thinks 
that government purchase of royalties 
would provide an immediate ending of 
the trouble between the operators and 
the miners. A permanent settlement is 
admittedly more difficult of accomplish- 
ment. Sir Josiah believes that the only 
satisfactory economic basis for the work- 
ing of the mines would be a contraction 
of the mining area; but unfortunately 
the adoption of that method would have 
the disadvantage of throwing 220,000 
men out of employment. 

In any case it is plain that a crucial 
situation has arisen, which is a positive 
menace to the whole future of Britain. 
It will be a matter for sincere congratu- 
lation if a great historic nation can de- 
vise the means of extricating itself from 
so disastrous a predicament.

“KEEP YOUR EYE ON IOWA.” 

“Keep your eye on Iowa” was the sug- 
gestion telegraphed by the late E. G. Dun- 
nell to the New York Times during the 
presidential campaign away back in 1888. 
But Iowa remained in the Republican col- 
umn, true to traditions. Occasionally in 
the past 30 years some of the Congres- 
sional districts have wandered from the 
straight and narrow path of Republican- 
ism and have sent to Washington anti- 
Republican representatives. The State 
failed to kepe the course in the sec- 
ond campaign of William H. Taft, and 
a year ago the Hawkeyes cast more votes 
for Steck tor the Senate than were cast 
for Brookhart. That was because Mr. 
Steck made no secret of the fact that he 
was a Democrat, whereas his opponent, 
the then Senator Brookhart, was willing 
to run on the Republican ticket, but de- 
clined to subscribe to the Republican plat- 
form. 

Iowa Republicans like their politics 
“straight” and they booked Brookhart 
for a period of rest and retirement. Un- 
able to retain his seat as a senator, he 
declared war on his colleague, Senator 
Cummins, and started out to defeat that 
gentleman for renomination. He has been 
in the field ever since he left the Senate 
and has been conéucWng a vigorous cam- 
paign. 

The primaries are scheduled for June 
7 in Jowa, and it may be that Brookhart 
can win over enough of his former party 
associates to give him the nomination. 
But among the old guard of the type of 
Allison, Gear, Harlan, Hatton, Perkins, 
Dolliver, and that long line of names fam- 
ous in the history of lowa as well as in 


the councils of the party, there is a dis-: 


position to regard the late senator as an 
apostate, and even if he succeeds in de- 
feating Cummins for the nomination next 
week it does not mean that he will have 
enough of the party support to insure his 
return to the Senate. . 

Keep your eye on lowa; there may be 
two Democrats in the Senate from that 
rock-ribbed Republican stronghold in the 
LXXth Congress.

THE BOTANIC GARDEN. | 

Congress at the last session appropri- 
ated $5,000 to provide for a survey of 
the property which will be. needed to re- 
locate and enlarge the Botanic garden, 
with the object of making it still more 
attractive and useful. On May 4 Senator 
Fess reported a bill from the committee 
on the library, which when enacted will 
assure the creation of a Botanic garden 
that will be an ornament to Washington 
and will also serve to clean up a large 
section of the city southwest of the Capi- 
tol grounds, now encumbered by dilapi- 
dated old houses. 

In the meantime Representative Luce 
has reported, from the library commit- 
tee of the House, an identical bill. In the 
crush of business during the last days of 
the session there is danger that this legis- 
lation may fail, in spite of the unanimous 
action of both committees. 

The Botanic garden has been one of 
the great attractions of Washington for 
a hundred years. The plants and shrubs 
have been gathered from the four cor- 
ners of the earth at an expense of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, and there 
are scores of trees of great historic in- 
terest. The main conservatory is in dan- 
ger of collapsing. It is old and obsolete 
and is not worth repairing. 

The proposed i has been 
carefully planned by William E. Parsons, 
architect and landscape artist, under the 


direction of the fine arts commission. | 
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Senator Fess has been assured that the 
threatened opposition to the bill in the 
Senate has disappeared and if the steer- 
ing committee will permit consideration 
it is believed that the bill can be passed 
in a verv few minutes. 

In the House Mr. Bacon, of New York, 
acting in the absence of Mr. Luce, has 
thus far been unsuccessful in securing a 
rule from the rules committee which will 
enable him to get a vote. But in view of 
the fact that the measure is in line with 
the activities of the recently organized 
commission on parks and planning it is 
hoped that Speaker Longworth can be 
prevailed upon to persuade the leaders in 
the House to give Mr. Bacon the oppor- 
tunity to bring the measure to a vote. 
No opposition has developed in the 
House.

RECLAMATION TROUBLES. 
Dispatches from Nebraska, indicating 


trouble between the settlers along the | 


North Platte reclamation project in Ne- 
braska-Wyoming, on the one hand, and 
the Secretary of the Interior and the 
commissioner of reclamation, on the 


‘other, call attention to the whole prob- 


lem of reclamation. 

According to the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior the government has 
expended about $200,000,000 in starting 


reclamation projects during the last 22 , 


years, and has spent about $60,000,000 
to complete them. Although a lump-sum 
appropriation of $20,000,000 was made 
in 1908, repayments to the government 
have been only about 914% per cent. In 
1924 a fact-finding committee decided 
that the government must charge off a 
loss of approximately $18,560,000, plus 
$8,830,000 in capital investment loss. 
The reclamation service was begun in 
1902. Twenty-five projects were started. 
Construction on the North Platte project 
(in Nebraska-Wyoming) was begun in 
January, 1905. Water was available in 
1908. This project irrigates more than 
175,000 acres; the total crop derived 
from this irrigated land in 1922 was 
valued at about $2,263,000. The project 
serves more than 1,700 farms, 58 per 
cent of which are operated by owners. 
This North Platte system has cost the 
government about $14,242,000. In 1923 
the revenues were $231,300. The net 
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amount to be repaid on account of con- 


$14,011,000; construction costs repaid 
amounted to $1,742,000; while operating 
and maintenance costs uncollected 
amounted to $670,000. The fact-finding

No Danger to Right Kind of Girl in 
Studying Abroad, Writes Miss 
Winn — Praises Fontainebleau, 
American Conservatory in Paris, 
for its Excellent Work and Help- 
fal Criticism. 


To the Editor of The Post; Sir: 
-——-Some time ago I saw in your 
paper an article about Fontaine- 
bleau, the American Conservatory. 
I have been a student at that 
school. I know all the good and 
bad points of the school life and 
discipline. I feel that the tone of 
the school is steadily growing bet- 
ter. I do not think it dangerous 
or unwise to send the right kind of 
a girl to the school. The nonse- 
rious flapper has no place there. 
If she comes once, she will not come 
again. There will always be some 
black sheep in any school. One can 
never tell what turn the character 
may take under new environment, 
especially in a foreign land. I was 
a student in Berlin in 1896, and I 
found, during my residence there, 
a decided looseness in morals 
among certain students. I have 
studied in Berlin more recently, 
also in London. Wherever I go, I 
find fine young men and gifted, 
conscientious young women who 
take life seriously. There are no 
more dangers lurking: in Paris and 
Berlin; to undermine the characters 
of our American students, than 
there are in New York and Boston. 
If one goes out to find Bohemia, 
one will find it to one’s sorrow, 
sometimes. 

I have great faith in American 
youth. I wish to say that the Fon- 
tainebleau students are under pro- 
tection, that M. and Mme. de Creus, 
who have the young people in 
charge, are earnest, efficient, help- 
ful. The school is not a school for 
the very young. It is supposed to 
be a graduate school. That is not 
yet true of it, but in time it will be 
able to eliminate all young amateurs 
who have no real purpose in their 
musical life. 

I feel deeply solicitous concern- 
ing the future of the school because 
of the depreciation of the franc. 
Four thousand francs for. ten 
months at Fontainebleau can not 
possibly meet the overhead expenses 
of the school. I should feel very 
sorry to have this school fail be- 
cause of lack of funds. Aside from 
the music department, which is very 


' fine, there is a strong, virile, gifted 


man at the head of the art school, 
M. Carlu, who has made a deep im- 
pression on the ideals of his stu- 
dents. He passes his winters in Bos- 
ton, at the Institute of Technology, 
where his influence is already felt 
in the department of architecture. 
At Fontainebleau one finds sin- 
cerity, genuine helpfulness and be- 
lief in one’s ability to do things 
well. There is no negative, brutal, 
arrogant criticism. We have been 
accustomed to that on the continent 
and naturally the friendly spirit of 
Fontainebleau is always a surprise.

Cast Is Made. 


Artificial stone is poured into 
this mold and thus a perfect repro- 
duction of the mouth is had. This 
is the cast. 

A trial plate out of beeswax is 
made. It is here that the artistic 
ability of the dentist is shown in 
building up the plate to match the 
complexion and general facial fea- 
tures of the patient. All of the 
rest of his preliminary work has 
been mechanical. This is the. final 
touch that gives artistry to his 
work. — 

The shape and size of the teeth 
are selected and placed in the plate 
——sometimes a bit irregularly s0 as 
to give a natural appearance. 

After the plate is finished in wax, 
the wax is melted out and replaced 
with rubber. This rubber base is 
vulcanized to make it permanently 
hard. It is carved by hand to re- 
semble the irregularities in natural 
gums and then pofshed. 

It is thus ready to be worn. The 
wearer, after a short period, feels 
no discomfort of any kind, and his 
appearance is in no way impaired 
and often enhanced.

(2) Your teeth can probably be 
hardened by correction of diet. 
Drink plenty of milk. 

(3) Have the teeth filled, by all 
means, and keep them in your 
mouth as long as possible. 


Q—I am wearing a partial plate 
and the teetl¥ decay underneath the 
clasps. They have now reached a 
point where they are so sensitive 
that I wear the plate only when I 
go out. (1) Can anything be done 
for this without extracting the 
teeth? If I have these . clasped 
teeth extracted, I will have to wear 
a full plate, which I dread doing. 
(2) Do you think I could wear a 
full plae if I had to, as I am a very 
nervous woman?—aA. H. §. 

A—(1) These sensitive teeth can 
be either treated, filled or crowned. 
It should not be necessary to have 
them extracted. 

(2) A large number of nervous 
people wear plates successfully. 

Q.—During the past six weeks I 
have noticed that in chewing my 
food my cheek gets caught between 
the last teeth so that this part of 
the cheek is very sore. The place 
is raw and slightly swollen. I have 
gone to my dentist and he ground 
off a little of the tooth, but this did 
not give me the desired relief. What 
can be done for this, as I have 
heard that this is the way that a 
cancer starts?——-M. F. 

A—You should have one of the 
offending teeth extracted. The con- 
dition of your cheek may develop 
into a serious disease if you allow 
the irritation to continue.

Coolidge Discusses Situation 
With Bank Head and 
British Diplomats. 


Because, after all, America is the 
“land of opportunity,” the big busi- 
ness interests of the United States 
find it increasingly difficult to get 
young men who are by nature qual- 
ifled to carry this country’s great 
trade products to go abroad. 

This fact was emphasized to 
President Coolidge, it developed 
yesterday by no less an authority 
than Sir Auckland Geddes and by 
Charles E. Mitchell, president of 
the National City Bank and allied 
interests. In this connection it de- 
visit of Mr. 
Washington had de- 
veloped that the larger business 
concerns here have found it diffi- 
cult to meet the competition of the 
British throughout the trade world 
Simply because their supply of raw 
material is limited. 


President Interested in Subject... 


It was learned yesterday that 
when the President on Thursday 
received Sir Auckland Geddes, for 
mer Ambassador to the United 
States; Sir Esme Howard. present 
British Ambassador; Lord Dunwick 
and Lord Stradbroke their five-min- 
ute visit lengthened almost to three 
quarters of an hour hecause Mr 
Coolidge was deeply interested. in 
the manner in which the. great Bri: 
ish trade enterprises have been able 
to man their enterprises with the 
young men of their country. The 
result has been reflected in trade 
reports which have reached the De. 
partment of Commerce and other 
commercial bodies in this country 
indicating that British trade rapidly 
is being restored to the position 
which it occupied prior to the war. 

The visiting Britishers, who have 
been in a very excellent position to 
investigate this particular develon- 
ment, talked frankly with the Presi- 
dent. It was learned from tue 
White House spokesman that they 
all agreed that American trade ex- 
perts have been accepted as the rea! 
rivais of the British, but that tha 
latter are able to cope with them 
because the rising generation in ti 
British Isles accepts the opportun! 
ties to carry the flag of British 
trade to the utmost corners of the 
earth, while the Americans find 
that their opportunities at home ire 
petter than they are elsewhere. 


American Youths Stay Home. 


So impressed was #0 President 
Coolidge with this statement that 
he took the subject up with Mr 
Mitchell. when the latter was a 
luncheon guest at the White House 
a short time later. The New York 
financier, whose organization Is 
interested in commerce everywhere 
in this country, accepted the state- 
ments of the visiting titled British- 
ers and emphasized it even more 
than they did. His company, he 
stated, is having plenty of trouble 
keeping its organization up to the 
highest degree of efficiency through 
selection of high grade American 
youths simply because they think 
they can do better at home.

There is nothing unusual, of course, in the production of plays by |, 


clubs and other organizations. It is, in fact, one of our best indoor 
sports. Colleges are strong for it; and, in some localities, presentation | 
of one-act plays has completely displaced the old-time minstrel show— | 


the easiest form of amateur entertainment. 

N the Arts club the one-act play comes in novel presentation—on a 
I stage that is no more a stage than any other part of the living room | 
Save that it is separated from the audience by two long curtains drawn 
by pulleys from opposite walls to a common meeting place in the center. | 
There are no wings, no flys, no back-drops, no footlights. 

The magicians who put on these one-act plays at the Aris club have 
no confederates to deceive you. The stage level is the floor. level. 
Actors and auditors alike are, therefore, on the same footing; breathing | 
the same air, basking in the same atmosphere. So there is at once 
established a camaraderie existing in no other playhouse in this | 
city; if, indeed, the likes of it is known anywhere between the. 
boundaries of the United States. 

In order to get actors on stage previous to any performance it be- 
comes the solemn duty of the managerial genius at the Arts club to 
throw the entire house in darkness... Then, when not a man nor woman | 
in the place is able to see a hand in front of them, the troupers are 
marched, single file, like so many Indians before an attack, through | 
parted portals; where they take up their posts back of side curtains, | 
ready for cues; for entrances and exits. When the company has | 
been thus assembled lights are thrown on the scene where drama is | 
to be enacted, the audience remaining in tinted twilight. |

NSCONCED on a goodly seat in the front row, aa upholstered divan | 
E of stately proportions, a guest of the Arts club has the novel ex- | 
perience of witnessing in the twentieth century a play as it might | 
have been produced in the early eighteenth; save that candle-light has | 
given way to electricity. That and certain tricks of stage-craft de- | 
veloped with the years make for the only changes. You are, when | 
seeing a play produced in this fashion, projected right into the midst 
of things; body and soul you are there; and you know it; for you

ITH the Arts club playhouse as a model, any group in Washington 
W or America interested in drama might easily rig up a theater in 
the living room of an average home. That does not mean, of course, 
some of the bungalows being buitided on outskirts of the city; or 
wherever it is real estate men lure the uninitiated; but it does mean 
that the Arts club members have turned an old parlor, of the olden 
days, into one of the most attractive little playhouses in this part of

For all its meat in MSS., the 
tragedy on stage had to give way to comedy; and before the evening 
Was over the judges were willing to concede that, from a popular 
standpoint, at least, the barest trifle—-with light lilting lines and happy 
situations—might drive heavier weights to the corner. 

This is not to say, of course, that the first play should not be first; 
nor the last; or that they should follow the biblical order; merely this: 
Reading a play and seeing it enacted are two and widely separated 
forms and, with all due respect to the library, the laboratory holds 
the high hand in theatricals. 

Paraphrasing the ‘Prisoner's Song,’ “If I had the playhouse of

Thus the Arts club had the 
aid of professional men and women of the stage and the National 
Theater Players in turn proved their interest in the community. 

That the National Theater Players have become firmly established 
in the hearts of Washington theatergoers is evidenced on every hand. 
In this their second year at the National theater they have broken all 
records made upon their first appearance. Play after play has been re- 
ceived with enthusiasm—and if there is ever a vacant seat down at the 
BE street playhouse it is only on those occasions when no matinee is 
scheduled; or when the house is closed between plays.

form. This is the first systematic 
account of railroad freight service 
as a Whole and of its many aspects. 
Its scope is comprehensive, the de- 
scription clear and detail adequate. 

The book is designed for ship- 
pers, for railroad and industrial 
traffic men and for students of 
traffic and transportation. To these 
it shows what freight service the 
railroads offer, the regulations un- 
der which they can be used and how 
the railroads are organized to mair- 
tain them. 


It would be despoiling the reader 
of his pound of flesh to describe 
the story as told by Miss Lincoln 
and give her denouement away.

Prayer 


(From The Christian Science Monitor.) 

The: thinker must undertake to 
unravel what to many is a _ pro- 
found mystery, namely, prayer. 
Should he follow the usual line of 
argument, he will probably begin 
by wondering how prayer to God 
for a certain thing which he greatly 
desires, can be productive of that 
thing, if at the same time its ac- 
quisition by him may work a hard- 
ship upon some one else. The far- 
mer, for instance, sees that his 
crops need rain, and, being devout, 
as he believes, he proceeds’ to lay 
the question before God, imploring 
His aid to save him from, perhaps, 
financial disaster. At the same 
time, one who is responsible for 
the success of a great fair, which 
he believes can be secured only by 
the continuance of fine weather, 
being equally devout, prays re- 
peatedly that there may be no rain. 
What will the «result be? or will 
there be any result at all? Many of 
us may have been quite mature 
thinkers when this same or a simi- 
lar question presented itself to us; 
and because we could not answer 
it, we have felt compelled to aban- 
don the idea that prayer could be 
effective. | 

No religious teacher since the 
time. of Christ Jesus has done more 
to bring the world an uflfderstand- 
ing of the true meaning of prayer 
than has Mrs. Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science. 
To those who have given up ,all 
thought that prayer can be of use 
in the solution of human problems, 
the chapter on Prayer contained in 
the textbook of Christian Science, 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures”’ 
Eddy, may come as a great revela- 
tion, enabling them to commune 
with the Father. 

It is an interesting fact that in 
the New Testament there are sev- 
eral words in the Greek which have 
both been rendered ‘“‘prayer’’ in 
English. One of these is proseuche, 
which is used in connection with 
prayer to God. It means, literally, 
drawing near, as a ship to her 
anchorage in the home port after 
a long voyage, and does not sug- 
gest so much an imploring or pe-

| titioning, as a close communing 
with God. Another word is deesis, 


which is seldom used in this way, 
since it means more nearly a re- 
quest, such as one might make of 
another, and which might be either 
reasonable or as not having the 
sacred elements possessed by the 
former word. Yet it is’ employed 
in its English sense of supplication 
when prayer to God is thought of 
and as it is usually practiced. 

That Mrs. Eddy discerned the 
difference is evidenced by the chap- 
ter on Prayer referred to above. 
In the Preface to the textbook she 
says on page vii, ‘‘To those leaning 
on the sustaining infinite, today is 
big with blessings.’”’ Here the idea 
of nearness to God, implied in the 
first Greek word mentioned, is the 
basic thought, which forms the 
keynote of the whole chapter, in 
which the following striking sen- 
tence ocurs (p. 4): ‘‘What we most 
need is the prayer of fervent desire 
for growth in grace, expressed in 
patience, meekness, love, and good 
deeds;’’ and on page 2 we find the 
following statement: ‘‘Prayer can 
not change the Science of. being, 
but it tends to bring us into har- 
mony with it.’’ . 

Has not the general practice been 
an effort to get a special dispensa- 
tion in our own favor, regardless of 
the consequences to others, instead 
of an earnest desire to prove our- 
selves in harmonious relation. with 
the law of God, which always has 
been and always will be beneficent? 
Has not the Master himself clearly 
indicated the way in which we 
should proceed, in the words, ‘‘Seek 
ye first the kindom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you?’”’ The hu- 
man necessities will then be forth- 
coming, but only as and to the ex- 
tent that we are drawing nigh to 
God through right thinking based 
upon the conviction that man is in 
truth the veritable spiritual son of 
God. The spiritual image and like- 
ness of God can and must be alone 
with Him; and thus we are capable 
of claiming. our birthright of do- 
minion over all ‘that appears un- 
ideal in human experience.

“signals excellent, distant stations 
drowned out by nearby stations.’’ In 
general, partial elimination of static 
“And equal signal strength day and 
night were important and practical 
results accomplished. Dr. Rogers 
contends: ‘“‘An increase in signal 
intensity is not due to any appre- 
ciable energy imparted to the ele- 
vated wire (when using a regular 
aerial), but to the additional surges 
from the earth.’ 

Substantiation of the theory that 
radio waves split into a ground 
wave and a sky wave in passage 
from transmitter to receiver, has 
been found in preliminary compila- 
tion of data secured by radio en- 
wineers of the General Electric Co. 
in broadcast wave propagation tests 
conducted from January 1 to May 8. 

According to the split wave the- 
ory, One Wave passes along the 
earth and the other, passing into 
the air probably about 100 miles 
or so above the earth, continues 
until reflected down upon the re- 
ceiver by a semiconducting layer in 
the atmosphere. The ground ware 
weakens rapidly and becomes neg- 
ligible about 200 miles from the 
broadcasting station and reception 
ut greater distance is due entirely 
to the sky wave. 

In conducting propagation tests 
with the cooperation of radio lis- 
teners in every part of the country, 
the engineers were seeking, among 
other things, the possible relation 
of radio reception and the condition 
of the weather. The weather con- 
dition is known to depend largely 
on the barometric pressure over 
various parts of the country and 
radio engineers endeavoring to find 
a relation between reception rec- 
ords and the barometric pressure 
through which the waveg had 
passed. From present analysis of 
data it seems probable that barome- 
ter and weather have only a minor 
effect on radio conditions.

ALEXANDER THE GREAT 
STARTED REFRIGERATION 


He Stored Wine in Snow- 
Filled Trenches; Harvesting 
of Ice Began in 1805. 


Refrigeration of foods dates 
from the time when Alexander the 
Great stored wines in snow-filled 
ditches, according to A. R. Steven- 
son, an engineer, who discussed 
electric refrigeration for homes in 
an address before the New York sec- 
tion of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers. 

The need for keeping foods cold 
in summer started the business of 
ice harvesting in 1805, he said, but 
even as late as 1860 the industry 
was 80 small] that ice sold in New 
Orleans for $50 a ton and when 
schooners hauled it from New Eng- 
land to Baltimore in the days im- 
mediately after the civil war the 
price often was 5 cents a pound to 
householders. Today ice made in 
factories is cheap at less than 1 
cent a pound, but many common 
refrigerators are badly insulated 
and waste a good deal of the cold it 
gives off. The electric refrigera- 
tor in use in thousands of Ameri- 
can homes today reduce losses such 
as this to a low point, he said. 

Mr. Stevenson described the va- 
rious types of electric refrigerators 
that are to be had\today, each of 
them well insulated and each an 
“ice plant” within itself, cooling 
its interior by the steady circula- 
tion of refrigerating liquids and 
gases through its system of smal] 
pipes. They maintain uniform tem- 
peratures of 50 degrees or colder— 
the preservative temperature—and 
are used regularly to freeze des- 
serts and cubes of ice, their only 
outside service being the electric 
current that reaches their motors 
by wire. 

But even electric refrigeration is 
not particularly new, according to 
Mr. Stevenson. The first such re- 
frigerator was designed and built 
for a rich Frenchman by Abbe 
Audiffren, a French monk, in 1900. 
During a quarter of a century the 
electric idea has been developing 
to the high state of perfection it 
has reached since the war.

The two largest electric motors 
in the world are in the rolling mills 
of the Tata Iron & Steel Co. in 
India and the Tennessee Coal &

Estimated Cost ls $500,000; 
In Process of Construction 
Over Two Years. 


A 2,000,000-volt transformer set, 
twice as large as any previously 
built and one-third greater in rat- 
ing than the famous man-made arti- 
ficial lighting set, has been shipped 
from the Pittsfield works of the 
General Electric Co. to the Pacific 
coast, where it will be installed at 
Leland Stanford university. 

Looking forward to the time 
when power must be transmitted 
for hundreds of miles to meet the 
demands of the San Francisco ter- 
ritory, this set has been ordered by 
the university so that it can solve 


| the problems of high-voltage trans- 


'mission well in advance of require- 


ments. 

The transformer set has been in 
the process of construction for more 
than two years, under direction of 
Allan B. Hendricks, electrical engi- 


neer, who was responsible for its 
design. The estimated cost is $600,- 
000. More than 100 miles of wire 
was used in the windings for the 
cores and the total weight of 
the set is approximately 270,000 
pounds. It is estimated the set will 
be a month in transit and that two 
months more will be required in 
installing it on arrival, which means 
that it will not be ready for official 
tests until late in July. Mr. Hen- 
dricks will leave Pittsfield in a few 
days for San Francisco to super- 
vise its installation. 


Power At Distance. 


California, with water power re- 
sources of 7,800,000 horsepower, 
is second only to the State of Wash- 
ington. Unfortunately, however, 
most of this power is at such dis- 
tance from the market that its 
utilization with present transmis- 
sion facilities is not commercially 
possible. 

It is expected that within 10 
years all of the available water 
power (1,600,000 horsepower ) 
within 200 miles of San Francisco 
will have been developed. Further 
power, necessary for increased 
population that is sure to develop, 
must be obtained from the Klamath 
and Rogue rivers, 400 miles dis- 
tant, and from the Columbia river 
basin, 700 miles to the north. 
These rivers can furnish approx!- 
mately 2,700,000 horsepower. 

Economical use of this power will 
require much higher transmission 
voltages than are used at present, 
or improved transmission methods 
must be developed. 


Laboratory Provided. 


A modern laboratory at Leland 
Stanford of steel construction for 
housing the apparatus has been pro- 
vided, and adjacent to the building 
is a large plot of ground on which 
a transmission line several] miles in 
length may be constructed for car- 
rying on tests under conditions ap- 
proaching those of actual service. 

Prof. Harris J. Ryan, authority 
on high tension phenomena and 
past president of the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers, will 
be in charge of the work. He will 
devote his entire time to research 
in the new laboratory. @ 

The equipment for the new labo- 
ratory will consist of six transform- 
ers, each rated at 60 cycles, 360,000 
volts. They are designed for the 
so-called chain connection, and will 
be mounted in two groups of three 
each. Distance from ground is 
greater with each suucceding unit, 
until from the top. of the trans- 
former’s bushing to ground there 
will be about 20 feet.

tated fogs over comparatively large | 
areas in the rather exhaustive ex- 
periments carried forward by the, 
bureau of aeronautics of the United | 
States navy. The experts concerned 
with these experiments have esti- 
mated that 227,000,000 cubic feet 
per minute of fog drifts could be 
liberated at the rate of 2 miles per 
hour, thus leaving over a landing 
field, ship or other target of enemy 
aircraft a vertical] curtain of charged 
air having a radius of 1,000 feet, 
with its center on the ground or the 
water. It is estimated these cur- 
tains can cause the electrical pre- 
cipitation of about 95 per cent of 
the fog moving over the landing 
field, thus making a path 1,000 feet 
high and 2,000 feet wide over the 
full length of the field. This ap- 
paratus consists of a simple type of 
charging screen, a transformer with 
rectifying apparatus, an airplane 
propeller and motor, all mounted 
on a truck. 

It has been determined that an 


airplane propeller driven by a 400-| 


horsepower motor mounted on a 
swivel has sufficient power to project 
electrically charged air over a ver- 
tical plane having a radius of 1,000 
feet, thus forming an electrically 
charged curtain through which all 
fog coming Over the landing field 
must pass. 

Doubtless the perfection of this 
scheme will mean much in the event 
of invasion, since by means of the 
electrically precipitated fog whole 
field or aviation bases can be hidden 
and protected in case of emergency. 


Another strange application for 


electricity is being made at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., where the 
Third field artillery ig grooming 
its horses by electrically driven 
vacuum currycombs. According to 
the War Department, the machine 
is constructed on the same general 
principle of carpet vacuum cleaners, 
but has certain advantages and dif- 
ferences necessary in the adaptation 
to cleaning animals. This machine, 
it is asserted, does a much better 
job of cleaning horses and permits 
caring for extra animals with a 
minimum of effort.

This recent demonstration was the 
first public showing of the new head- 
light, on which Mr. Ryan and his 
engineers have been studying and 
experimenting for more than three 
years. The new lights were demon- 
stfated first in the searchlight range 
in the laboratory, in comparison 
with many other types of lights, and 
ater practical tests were made on

In rounding curves, particularly 
sharp turns. this wide side beam 
proved valuable in keeping a view of 
the ditch ccnstantly before the 
driver. 


Cast No Glare. 


Both in the laboratory and. in 
road tests, demonstrations were 
made to show that these new lights 
would not cast a blinding glars. 
Visiting newspaper men were al- 
lowed to view the light from every 
possible angle, and found no glare, 
except when placing the head near 
the ground at the 100-foot mark. 

Another feature brought out in 
the tests was the nearer one ap- 
proaches the lights, the dimmer they 
appear. In these same tests, per- 
sons standing three feet back of 
the light about five feet to either 
side of them could casily be seen 
by persons 100 feet in front, 
standing in the full illumination of 
the lights. 

The new lights differ greatly in| 
appearavce from the ordinary type. 
They are very thin, being scarcely 
more than three inches in thick- 
ness including the lens. Standard 
21-candlepower mazda lamps are 
used. 

Mr. Ryan, who is largely respon- 
sible for the development of this 
radically different light, is a pioneer 
in the field of illuminating engi- 
neering. In addition to the out- 
standing work he has done in 
bringing about better lighting con- 
ditions in industry, stores, streets 
and public buildings, he has gained 
a national reputation for his un- 
usual and spectacular illumination 
displays. Notable among these are 
his illuminations of the Panama- 
Pacific exposition, the Rio de 
Janeiro exposition, the Hudson Ful- 
ton celebration in New York. and 
others.

Here it is wise to use a cover or 
runner of brocade, possibly the 
same material as the curtains or 
upholstery. Between meals the 
table should conform to the fur- 
nishings of the living room and 
should give no suggestion of the 
dining table. Nothing equals flow- 
ers as decoration, and if the table 
is of the refectory type they might 
be arranged in two cream-colored 
pottery urns.

“Eyes of Government” Win} 


Praise, but Grow Gloomy 
at Assassinations. 


Riga. 
gress of Selkers and Rabkors—-vil- 
lage correspondents and factory cor- 
respondents—meeting in Moscow 
report 2,000 assassinations in their 
ranks in the past yoar. The 600 
delegates attending report that they 
are living daily in fear of assassin- 
ation. Most of the speakers, ex- 
hibiting wounds, relate how the 
peasants, enraged at their ‘“‘news 
reports,’ attacked them, burned 
their houses, and attempted to mur- 


_ der them. 


Commissioner Bukarin, in the 
opening speech of the congress, 
stated that the Selkers and Rabkors 


really are the eyes of the soviet 
government, their reports going to 
the state political police—cheka— 
instead of the state-owned newspa- 
pers. According to M. Bukarin, the 
soviet government has 250,000 of 
these correspondents on the payroll, 
who in April turned in 1,496 “‘stor- 
ies” which resulted in 606 jail con- 
victions for peasant tax dodgers, 
102 officers of village cooperatives 
losing thelr posts, 400 additional 
sentences to concentration camps 
for peasants participating in at- 
tacks upon the Selkers, and 80 
executions. 


Praised for Accuracy. 


M. Bukarin praised the accuracy 
of their “news,” saying that cheka 
investigations found only 10 per 
cent were without foundation. M. 
Bukarin deplored the fact that wo- 
men seldom make good correspond- 
ents, saying their reports are most- 
ly given to gossip. The cheka, he 
said, discovered that women more 
often report rumors than men. 

The soviet government's huge 
staff’ of correspondents accom- 
plished great work in the last year, 
continued M. Bukarin, reporting 
that they regularly posted in 40,000 
villages newspapers and supplied 
contributions to fifteen weeklies 
having a total circulation of 120,- 
000 copies. 

The commissar criticized the ef- 
forts of the correspondents to en- 
force the present soviet govern- 
ment economy campaign in the vil- 
lages, because the village soviets 
when ordered to economize invari- 
ably began by closing schools, Hi- 
braries, communist clubs and other 
institutions. 

Must Keep Propaganda. 

The peasants say that these in- 
stitutions do not bring them profit, 
sald M. Bukarin, “but they are our 
most important channels to broad- 
cast communist propaganda among 
mnay mifllions of village popula- 
tions. Instead of closing the results 
of our achlevembents, the peasants 
should be told that our economy 
campaign means that they must pay 
produce taxed promptly and grow 
more crops and buy more soviet 
factory productions.” 

Reporters covaring the  con- 
ference say the dWegates evinced 
little enthusiasm in their work and 
with somber faces Giscussed the 
2,000 assassinations in their ranks 
during the last year.

POWER SENT BY RADIO. 
AD YET (5 ONLY A HOPE 


Real Transmission Still Im- 
possible, Prof. Bailey 
‘Explains. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., May 2. (By A. 
P.).— Rosy' dreams of unlimited 
power possibilities for radio have 
failed to impress Prof. amin 
Bailey, acting head of the depart- 
ment of electrical engineering at 
the University of Michigan. 

Transmission of power by radio, 
pr by many scientists, is onl 
future hope, in the opinion of Prof. 
Bailey. 

“Nothing we know at present indi- 
cates the possibility of transmitting 
power by radio‘on a paying basis,” 
he said. “Of course, we do transmit 
some power whenever we broadcast 
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May 29.—The third cone] 
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If you. have a corner in your

For the house and garden of 
simpler type a wooden bench that 
reflects the architectural style of 
the house is a happier choice. This 
should be built with a view to com- 
fort,,and the pitch of the back and 
seat are important points to con- 
sider. White paint is the best of 
all—-it gives the bench decorative 
value in the garden and it is easily 
renewed—but a natural wood stain 
or weathered finish can be substi- 
tuted if necessary. 

The gracefully curved bench in 
the picture is built of old battle- 
ship timbers that have weathered 
many a storm, and arrived at a 
safe harbor at last. On June morn- 
ings when the roses are out, you 
can sit there and invite your soul 
—on a night of silver moonlight 
and black shadows—if you have a 
pair of lovers at hand, well——they 
will need not afi invitation.

| AT THE CHESS TABLE |

The University of Pennsylvania's 
chess team, recognized as one of 
the strongest in the country, was 
defeated by a team representing 
the Capital City Chess club. They 
were routed to the tune of 7'4- 
2%, the worst defeat they have 
suffered this season. In order to 


give some idea as to the strength 
of their aggregation it is only 
necessary to list the record of their 
past performances. 

In the intercollegiate chess 
league they finished fourth behind 
City college of New York, Colum- 


bia and New York university, in 
the order named, with their team 
as a whole not yet in ful) stride. In 
the City of Philadelphia Chess 
league they entered two six-board 
teams, in competition against that 
city’s strongest clubs. One of their 
teams carried off the city cham- 
pionship honors, which is practi- 
cally equivalent to State honors, 
finishing in front of such well- 
known clubs as the Mercantile, 
Franklin, Philadelphia Chess and 
Checker club, West Philadelphia 
Chess club. The second team fin- 
ished fifth, leading the remaining 
entrants, Haverford college, Ridley 
Park Chess club, West Philadelphia 
High school and the Merion Cricket 
club. 

In a team match the Harrisburg 

Cheas club was defeated by a score 
of 6% to %. Carlisie’s Chess club 
was whitewashed, 6 to 0. Prince- 
ton university was beaten, 10 to 0. 
Playing a team composed of the 
three best players of Bucknell and 
of Williamsport colleges, the Penn 
team again scored a 6 to 0 shutout. 
In an informal match the Yale 
team held them to a 4% to 4% 
draw. West Point defeated them, 
however, by a 3 to 2 score. A more 
impressive record could not be 
sought. 
The one-sided victory of the 
local team came as somewhat of a 
surprise and ge hard-fought battle 
was expected to be indicated by the 
closaness of the score. The Penn 
team, however, could score but one 
draw on the first seven boards and 
with the exception of the Pasch- 
Vanderslice draw on board 2 the 
games on the top five boards were 
all scored as.local victories in less 
than 35 movex.

For years Fort McHenry has been the sub- 
ject of appeals to Congress from all over the 
country. Those who have looked upog its 
dilapidated condition and recalled {ts gallant 
history felt that a pension was due such a 
worthy veteran. 


The fort had a ynique beginning about the 
time of the Revolution. The citizens of Bal- 
timore, apprehensive of invasion, started work 
on a star-shaped fort. It was later taken 
over by the government and completed, and 
the name changed from Star fort to Fort Mc- 
Henry in honor of John McHenry, Secretary 
of War at the time. How well the old fort has 
played the part of it by ite early 
builders is shown by the fact that Fort Mc- 
Henry is the only American seacoast fort over 
which no foreign flag has ever waved. This is 
an honor which Baltimore shares, it being the 
only seacoast city thus distinguished. 

The most memorable services of “Old Mc” 
came in 1814 when it repulsed the British 
during the battle of North Point—considered 
by many historians one of the most decisive 
engagements in American history. It was in. 
this attack that Francis Scott Key wrote the 
words to the immortal “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 


Today on the spot where once stood the 
battered flag staff there arises an exquisite 
memorial erected by the government to com- 
memorate the birth of our national! anthem. 

That two Florida forts have been included 
in the list of national monuments bears wit- 
ness to the eventfulness of Florida’s history—— 
a history: that carries us back to the feudal) 
age and is refiected in the characters of Fort 
Marion and Fort Matanza. 

Located in the very heart of our oldest city 
lies Fort Marion, the oldest structure in the 
United: States. 

Fort Marion—as Fort Juan-—<ame into 
existence back in 1665 at the time of the 
bickering between the English and French. 
The fort was 195 years in building and when 
finished cost $30,000,000, notwithstanding 
that most of the labor obtained was without 
expense. 

Like the Temple of KarNak, the fort was 
built by slaves.

Camera Aids Federal Records 


Virtually every government bureau at 
Washington now has one or more official ‘pho- 
tographers who record, in “still” photographs
